HEN we look unto the 
Records of the ages paſt, 
to find: out the greateſt 
bleſſings that God hath 
beſtowed on this. I LE 
wherein wee live, we can- 
| not bur acknowledge , 
WP = Fil thatnext to the Chriſtian 
Set ZZ | Faith, the Union of the 
__ two Kingdomes,under one 
Head, doth by many degrees excecd all other that 
fall inthe reckoning. Many praGiſes and: policies 
were ſet a-foot by our Princes of old, to haſten this 
work: butall .in vain did the plots of men ſtrive to 
crofle or prevent the counſell of God, who had. re« 

ſerved. for us andour fath 
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to ſee that Union begun neither by a breach of faith, 
nor by bloud; but as the gift of God, to fall in our 
hands by the ordinarie gate which the Princes right 
ſers open untoall, and thegenerall and common in- 
tereſt of both Nations , did heartily receive and em- 
brace. With what ſucceſle this Union hath begun 
and continuedto this day, the peace and plenty wee 
haveenjayedallthistime,can witneſſein part, whiles 
all the reſt of Zarope almoſt, round about us, hath 
beena field of bloud and deſolation. What appre- 
henſtonthe enemies of ourReligion hadat our peace- 
able conjunRion, and with what eye of jealoufie the 
peighbour States did look upon us,and envy our hap- 

ines, the Hiſtorie of theſe times can beare record- 

ut for thepreſent , in regard of what hath paſſed 
theſe many years bygone, and what we preſently feel 
and fear, we may truely confeſſe to our own guilt and 
great diſhonour , that neither Scotland nor England 
untothis day hath rightly underſtood or made uſe of 
thisrareblefling ofHeayen,forincreafing theirreſpect 
abroad,or ſecuring their own ſafetie at home; neither 
havethe reformed Churches faund that comfort 
and relief which they did expe from us in the day of 
their diſtreſſe , buton the contrary wee have been 
made, even againſt our wills, a broken reed,a rock of 
offence, anda ſhipwrack unto all that have ſought 
untous for ſhelter from the ſtorme; and toourſelyes 
the oneNation againſt rhe other, a rod of correQtion 
and jealouſie , inthe hands of a few wicked: and un- 
godly men,men of ſeparation, who divide the Ki 
from his people,and the people from their King ;a 


who raiſe up brethren againſt brethren, that they al

come ignorant and unhappy Stateſmen , who have 
made *s Church and the Tenets thereof, an inſtru- 
ment of bondagetotheſubject, of libertieto them- 
ſelves,and of unjuſt uſurpationto the Prince, whom 
wee had reaſon to feare long agoe , by your cx- 
ample,and whom we find named as the chief inſtru- 
mentand objet of your. juſt feares of the change of 
Religion and government of Eſtate inthe Kingdome | 
of England,inthat grave and folemneRemonſtrance 
that was made not many years ago, by the houſe of 
Commons,tothe Kings Majeſtie,if that hath ſtopped 
them any way, your pulpits and pamphlets can bear | 
witnes for them and the reſt of their crue ſince thar |

time, yea how conſtant they areto theſe wretched 
ends, their attempts upon us , andthat deep plor of 
obtruding the ſeeds of all Popiſh ſuperſtition and ty- 
rannie, upon our Kirk, in the books of Common _ |

them how much they have deſerved of Rome, to. 
make that Kirk which had departed fartheſt from { 
her,to be firſt inthe return, & exemplar unto others ; 
and how much more they may yet deſerve of them, 
and all the enemies of thoſe two Kingdomes, if they. 
offer for aſacrifice ina bloudie Warre, theReligion 
and Liberties of both the Nations , to appeaſe the

Certainly the poſteritie wil: hardly beleeve (as 
wee who have ſeen it cannot but wonder ) how it 
hath come to paſle, that.the Subjc&s of Scotland, 
( whofe Union with England this day is knowne to 
be of greater force, for her aſſuranceat home, and 
ſtrength abroad, thanall chealliances, pratiſes , po- 
licies, conqueſts your Princes have made from the 
beginning ) ſhould haveſo long petitioned rheir na- 
tive Prince reſiding amongſt you rodo them Juſtice, 
whereofhe is debtor to his people, and to hear their 
juſt complaints againſt the uſurparion of a few men, 
who were undermyning the profeſſed Religion and 
government of the State, and to fuffer them tolive 
according totheir Lawes, and yet could never bee 
heard nor anſwered in the point of their juſt deſires; 
far leſſe will they gueſſe whar hath been the ground 
of that merit and truſt of one domineering Prelat in 
the affe&ion ofthe Prince,that it ſhould be more for- 
cibletodiſſwade,thanallthe ſupplicarions and inter- 
ceſſfions of ſo ancient and faithfulla Nation, who a- 
mongfall the Kingdomes of Europe have longeſt 
continued and maintained in one Line the honour of 
the Royall Crowne, together withthe preſervation 
of their own Liberties,ſhould/have power to mooye. 
Truly for our {flves when wecallto-mind what cou- 

and'conſtancie God harh giver unto us fince 
the beginning of theſe Troubles, to ſtand for the 
maintenance of our Religion and Liberties, that wee 
havenorſuffered our {elves to be-drawne headlon 


_ untotheſeryitude of ſoules and bodies; ay =

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FP there had been no hope of Libertie for us or our po- 
ſeritie, and which in regard of our conjunfion with 
you under one King,had been a violent prejudice,and 
ofdangerous conſequence for your Liberties when 
they cometo bee queſtioned in their own time and 
place;and on the other part when we remember what 
{trange and violent wayes weretaken by our adver- 
ſaries to keep from the Engliſb nationthe knowledge 
of our affaires, and what unjuſt and falſe aſperſions 
were laid upon all our ations and intentions,to pro- 
vokeyouto be actors of that revenge that was deter- |; 
mined againſt us by the inſolent advice of ſuch , who | 
now governehis Majeſties Counſcls, and ſettle their 
ownill acquired greatnes by the oppreſſion of his 0- 
bedient SubjeRs in their Religion and Liberties in 
both Kingdomes, we cannot but bleſſe God whoar- ' 
med us with an invincible patience and reſolution 

to eſchew for our part,to the uttermoſt of our power 

any Nationall breach: For yeemay remember when: 

contrary to our expeQation,fhisMajeſty by allthe evil | 
counſell of thoſe men, did march towards us with an 
Armie,we neglected all courſes which might advance 
our humane ſafetie,ratherthan ſtart from any jot of

It will ſcarce- 
ly be beleeved by Strangers,by what means two Na-

flame, ſo that inthe heat of theſe broyles you may 
be induced to contribute to the. overthrow of your 
beſt friends, while they avenge themſelves of their 
enemies: Notwithſtanding of this, we hope that it 
willaotbe diſpleaſant unto all good: men intheſe 
honourable aſſemblies of both houſes, that we with

And therefore ſince in re- 
gard of the ſituation of this whole Ifle, and the Uni- 
on under one Head, we areall, as it were, one houſe, 
ifit fall weſhall beall buried in the ruines, wee are 
all embarquedinone ſhip, if it periſhor ſplic upon 
the rocks of diviſion, hardly can we eſcape: Suffer 
usto rejoyce with you in the midſt ofthis ſtorme, 
for this firſt ſunne-ſhine of comfort and good hope 
that we ſee you who are the true Pilots, brought ro 
the helme: Andgive us leave toconjure you for 
the intereſt we have in the common adventure of 
theſe rich goods, our peace, our liberties, our Reli- 
gion, whichare all inone hold, that ye abandon not 
the ſhip of the Common-wealth in this tempeſt, al- 
though it did belong to you to have been called 
whenthe ſeaſon was more calme; & yet let itbe the 
trueground of your comfort and encouragment,that 
when theskie was clear, you have forewarned our 
great Maſter, of theclouds that were gathering, and 
al:hough the windes werc inviſible then to molt, yet 
to many of your houſe of Commons, and others al- 
ſoofallranks z they that did blow then to gither 
theſe clouds together, were well known, and from 
what coaſt they came, and many humble deſires and 
earneſt ſutes have been madeby you to his gracious 
Myjeſtie, that he wouldnot abandon his own, andthe 
Kingdomes ſafety,unto the nſes ofmenin a voy- 
| ' age 
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agefull of dangerous and fearfull traits, inthe con- 
du& of which, they had nothing but their own am- 
bition and privatgaine, for compaſſeand ſail. And 
who havethruſt both Prince and people out of the 
ſafe harbour of the quiet calme unto this preſent 
ſtorme, wherein they are ro make profit of both our 
ſhipwrack; if in this ſtrait it were notallowed tothe 
meaneſt paſſenger to give warning of the imminent 
danger, we EY of ourplaceand intereſt 
in your welfare might hold our peace : but ſince 
we havebeen inthe firſt watch, and have endured 
the firſt and greateſt torment of this ſtorme, while 
you have been at reſt; for your aſſurance that wee 
cannot abandon you, or leave you alone on your 
turne, when youareſo near to give tryall of your 
courageand —_—_— may perceive by what hath 
paſſed, that no Aſſembly nor Parliament, no rotten 
cable, and flipping anchor of Articles and agree- 
ment, whereunto we had faſtened our hopes, can be 
any road and harbour of ſafety unto us, ſo long as 
both our enemies fit at the helme and governe all 
courſes that are to be followed amongſt you. There- 
fore before we come toadviſe what are in our judge- 
ment the moſt fitting meansfor removing of the evils 
ofus both,giveus leaveto touch in paſſing what wee 
apprehend have beenthe maineconcurrent cauſes to 
bring youby degrees from that hight of hoppicefe, 
wherein ſometime ye were glorious in the ſight of 
Ewrope,tothis gulf of miſerieand abaſement where- 
in ye havefallen, and drawneus by example and imi- 
cation, thatinthis ſad repreſentment, as in a dark 
ſhade, the glorious light of your appearing day _ 
c 
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hands,diſguiſes with falſe A without con- 
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be more comfortable and refreſhing unto us both, 
which isthe heartie wiſh and aſſured hope of your 
dear brethren in Scotland, becauſe of the ſenſible 
feeling of that greatmercy of God uponthemſelves, 
who have been farther in the tranſgreſſion, and at 
alower ebbe in minde and ſpirit, then ye can well 
imagine before their troubles beganne; therefore 
becauſe our evils are not of yeſterday, andcould not 
have overflowed theface ofthis 1fle on aſaudden, let 
us ſearch up unto the well head and period of time, 
where and whenthey began firſt to ſpring andariſe, 
when we left ro fear others by reaſonof our Union, 
then beganne wee to havenecd to look for evill from 
our ſelves : the ſubtile enemies of this Ile knowing 
that what was not to bee attempted by open force, 
waSto be undertaken and purſued by cunning and 
ſecret praQiſes,” took theadvantage of the humours 
of men,following commonly thenatureand the con- 
ditions of thetimes,did makethe ſurfets and eaſe of 
peace more dangerous tothe life of the Eſtate, then 
the ſtraits and hazards of warrehad been before,dif- 
poſing the ſubjedts to caſe and layerie, and inuring 
the Prince to follow their appetite and the rules of 
uncontrolled power:then _ the publick wayes 
ofhonour and reputation to be unfrequented: then 
the uſe of Parliaments which is the ſtay and ſtrength 
of your Kingdometo be ſuſpefed, and: ſo theſe eyes 
and eares ofthe Prince and People, the great Coun- 
cell of the Land did make way peece and peece -to 
thedark paſſages of the corner of a Cabinet, where 
flatterie, malice, envy and partialitie amongſt few 


troll 
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trollall that comes in their handling, and makes the 

cople miſerable,& the Prince infortunat , ſince they 
ho gotten footing , Parliaments have been called 
not tocaſe thegrievances of the ſubje,but ro ſupply 
the neceſſities of the Prince , and ſo whereas they 
ſhould have helped to cure, they have increaſed the 
diſeaſcs of the Eſtate : and becauſetherecan be no e- 
vill humour in the body that can maſter your skill, if 
you pleaſeto apply fitting remedics, and what have 
been formerly in practiſe, therefore you aremade to 
dilagreeamonglt your ſelvesabout the method of the 
curc,and when you begin to inclineto an agreement, 
your conſultationsare broken off, and ſo by :theſe 
meanes the Common-wealth- languiſheth without 
hope of relief, the Princes miſtakes , and the Peoples 
griefand burthens doe equally increaſe , and every 
breach ofa Parliament begets a new grievance and 
maladietothe People, ſo much themore dangerous 
and deadly,that the Authors of theſe abuſes { when 
you uſe not your courage and conſtancie to maintain 
that power and place which your Predeceſlors have 
put in your hands, and whereof the poſterity will 
call youroaccompt , as aright of entaile and their 
proper inheritance which cannot be weakened in 
your hands wichout your cternall infamie, and their 
cndlefle loſe ) beginneto deſpiſe you, and rake cou- 
ragetoundermine and: blow-up the foundation of 
youronce well ſertled Eftare: bringing you in con- 
tempt with the people, for the guard of whoſe Li- 


| berties you haveſo long continued , and in hatred 


with the Prince, for whoſe honour and ſaferic it hath 


alwayes been, that none about him ſhould be more 
POwer- 
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powerfull nor theLawes,and nearer him inplaceand 
affection, then you whoſe Counſells could not be 
corrupted by ends: theſe are they who bringing you 
once to mind your own things, and to be carelefle of 
the publick, have teached the Princes , that all the 
rjghrs and libertics of the Subject, and the maintai- 
nance of them, are doales of grace, and gifts of meere 
favour proceeding from the Prince, (and not the true 
birth- right ofthe Subject , which they may truely 
challenge) which are to be continued or changed as 
their Princes ſhallthink fit: who have teached Prin- 
ces to uſe that maxime in a free Kingdome to wrong 
ends : Parliaments are in their power to beginne, 
continue,and break them off, as they find the truit of 
them good or bad, ſoaretheyto have their being,vor 
not to beat all: thusthey havedone what is inthem 
to make the Royall authority, which ſhould belike a 
Sunne beame ſhining forthe comfort and light of 0- 
thers, turne to a Comer and blazing ſtar, a matterof 
wonder and admiration for the time ; and aprogno- 


ſtick of worſethingsto follow. Truely the prero- 


eative of the Prince, which hath been kceped invene- 
ration, and as a ſecretuntouched amongſt the wiſeſt 
Princes and the beſt times z_ which is that which the 
Lawes bave given him above: all private men, 


for the common ſafctic of us all, and cannot be uſed - 
ro another end, but for our good, had not ſuffered ſo 


muchin  ſelf,and loſt of its proper luſtre, by.theofr 
and common handling thereof,ro the manifeſt preju- 
dice of the Subjeds right, and thereall weakening of 
the trueRoyall power, had it not falne in ſome of 
your Cleafgics hand, who to the (taine of the Kirk 

C3 and. 
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and the bane ofthe Common- wealth, have ſubjeted 
all men,and all Lawes, to the appetite of the Prince, 


of whom they have the abſolute rule , that ſo under 


that goodly viſour ofhis Royall power , they may 
accompliſh at laſt that great deſigne of the change 
of the Religion and government of the Eſtate which 
they have ſo long aimed ar : whereof they cannot 
faile inthis happieconjunture,whereall things pro- 
miſes them good ſucceſle. A Princeenraged againſt 
his ownnative people, by their procurement, who 
will not be per{wadedthat they are good Subjeds to 
him,becauſethey are avowed enemies to them, who 
have beenthe deſtroyers of their Religion, and the 
troublersof the peace of the Kirk, to whomit is ne- 
ceſſary that he forget that he is their naturall Prince, 
while heremembers that hee is advanced tobe the 
Monarch of the wholelle, and with whom of neceſ- 
ſiticheis obliged tocontinuethis quarrell,that under 
the pretext of their rebellion, he may haveleiſure to 
arme,and make theone Kingdome a ſcourge ro the 
other, while in the end they both become ſlaves, 
which if they refuſe, hee cannot eſchew of force to 
bring in ſtrangers,and uſe ſuch other power as God 
hath'put in his hands ( by thedoQtrine of theſegood 
divines) to the eſtabliſhing of the boundleſle go- 
vernment whereat they aime, ſo by thejoint help of 


the Papiſt, whoarca ſtrong fation amongſt you of 


late, and of others, whom they call aw ſubjects, 
and arethe greateſt number, who while they are g0-

tree inourenemies havd, for the overthrow of Kirk 
and State,turning our doubts unto deſpairs, and our 
fearsinto acertainty of confuſion. Whereforethe 
moreneed have all good men who love the truth of 
Religion, the honour of the King, the ſaferie of the 
Kingdomes inſo neceſſarieandperillous a time, to 
beinſtant with God by faſting and prayer, that as. 
the beginning of your. mecting together is the 
| | ſubjet: 
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fubjeRof all mens fears and hopes, good or bad, 
ſothe cloſe may be infruitand memorie, thejoy of 
the preſent age, and the bleſſing of poſteritie, where- 
of there is no ſmall ground of hope at this time zfor 
if that ſpirit of wiſedome, courage, and true zeale 
forthe good of Religion and ſafetyof King & King- 
domes do but beginas in former time to appear in 
your Counſels, who knoweth what recompence 
Godis preparing for your often diſappointments in 
that kinde - the which we are moved the rather to 
beleeve and expe, thatthe powerfull hand of God 
hath forcibly led them who have been the authours 
of your evils, and a&tours in the miſchiefintended a-

Parliament a meane that there 
ſhould never be need of any hereafter. But wee ex- 
pet ( Right Honourable) better things of you, and 
{ſuch as belong properly to the happiheſle of this 
time, for the glory of God in the advancement of 
his truth, for the honour of the King in puniſhing of 
the wicked,for the welfare of the Kingdomes, thar 
in our Unionthey may be cruſhed, who in our divi- 
ſion have builded their hopes, and made this warre

their zealeand affetionto his Majeſties greatnes and 
dignity,feeing it tends tothe ruine and deftruttion of 
his faithfull Subjects , whoſe riches is his treaſure, 

D | whole 
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whoſe quiet is his glory, whoſe hearts and affeinſs | 
are his {trong garifons that cannot be overcome, and | 
 whoſeproſpenty is the happines ofhis Crown; and | 
miſerable and wretched arethe effe&s of that power, | 

which producerh nothing but weaknes to the Prince, 
and calamiticto hisSubje&s,and in vaindo we expect | 
that God will blefle in our age what he hath curſed | 
inall ages before. Let us look untothe Records of | 
former ages,and we ſhall ever find, that there is not . 
any thing that doth ſo much move the wrath ofGod, 
as to ſee his worſhip and Churches profaned, and

Contrary to: the 'very foundation of our preſent 
Treaticz for a Commirtce was appointed legally by 
theauthoritie of the Parliament, akd neceſſarily, for 
keeping correſpondence with our Commiſſioners, 
and to: receive from them his Majeſties anfwers, 
(that wewonder any man ſhould be fo abſurd as ta 
ſuggeſt co his Maieflic,that itisanunlawfull or pre- 
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ſumptuous Committee,or thatthey havetakenupon 
themrhe government of the Towne of Edinburgh) 
Andthat for a long time palt, no word or writ com- 
meth fromthem,and weare putout of hope to heare 
from them hereafter ; 'That wee can neither know 
{pr whether there was any want in their propoſitions 
of and reaſons, or whether there was any thing to bee 
|| ſupplyed by us for a full ſatiſfation, and contrar 
Bf upplyedby | Ir 
1019 to the deſervivgs of our Commiſſioners: for nothing 
ns is pretended to have eſcaped them which might have 
It | deſerved this captivitie: And as forthe preſcnt con- 
bt: dition of ſafetie of the Earle of Southert , and Sir 
Wu!

| burtheyhavegftheirownaccord,and for their own 
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ſafctie ſtayedin the Town, with ſuch libertieas they 
think meet touſeto repairto theſtreets, kirks,gardons 
or whether they wil. And in what equitie canaparti- 
culartumult offome fewCommons in oneCity, reflex 
uponthe perſons of theCommiſhoners,ſfent fromthe 
whole Parliament for the whole Nation. 

Butat the writing hereof we areadvertiſed , that 
the matter draweth a greater deep,and that the Lord 
Lowdoun is ———_ tothe Towre , not upon the 
{balloy pretext of ſafetie to any arreſted heere,, but 
upon his own guiltines, his hand and ſubſcription be- 
ing found at a Letter dire&ed to the French King 
from certain Earles and Lords of Scetland, for im- 
ploring his aſſiſtance to their courſes : This by our 
adverſaries andſuch as had decreed our deſtruction 
before, is already exaggerat and raiſed to a moun- 
taine, not onely to fall upon the Lord Zowdoun and 
others whoſe hands are found in it, but that al former 
friends and al indifferent perſons may ſtumbleat our 
Cauſe, as hereby evidenced to be nothing lelle for- 
ſooththen Religion: Butthe Honourable Houſes of 
Parliament , whoare acquainted with the deſignes 
and maliceof our enemies, and to whom our inhocen- 
cic intimes paſt cannot altogether beunknowne, are 
more _ and wiſethen upon the hearing or ſeeing 
of ſucha Letter , to precipitatein judgment againſt 


us and our Nation, before we be heard. For their ſa- 
tiſfaction,and for vindicating ourſelves, wearecon- 
ſtrained againſt our hearts in this our Remonſtrance, 
to remember and repreſent the words of that unex- 
empled Proclamation given at Tork April 25. 1639- 
oherwiſe never tohavebeen reſented, but buried in 
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filence,andin ſtudied ſenſcleſnes,and which we doe 


not attribute tothe Majeltic of our King, but ro the 
baſecruelticof our barbarqus enemies. The words 
arethus: . | 
' Wee.are forced to haverecourſe to amore ſharp and 
nick way, tocuretheis obſtinacie and rebellion by the 
word of Jufice: And therefore In that caſe we doe pro- 
clainne all ſuch as ſhall rejett thisour free and gracious 
pardon ,and dess not returne before the ſaids ei $1 dayes, 
70 that civill and duetiful obedience yo bee from thence 
forth openrebels and traitours tams,our Crown auddig- 
pitie,and declare all their lands and poſſeſ-ions , goods 
andeeir,tobe forfeited to us, and our Crown, and that 
wee ſhall d:ſpoſe of their lands, poſſeſsions, goods and 
geir,to our well. <—_—_— ſubjeits, Noblemen, Gentles 
men,and others who ſball aghere tas, and obcy. our juſt 
commands. Andtoth.s purpoſe wet diſcharge all vaſ. 
als and tennantsto any rebells, from mking payment 
r0them of any oftheir rents,dueties,or caſualities, and 
require themio keepe the ſame intheir hands , the one 
balfe whereof ſhall bee keeped for onr uſe, the other halfe 
them ſelves : promiſing alſo to the tennauts of the 
ſords rebclls who ſhall leave their Maiters, and aſs:ft us 
$0 the maintenanceof our authoritie, good tearmes of 
Yeares ip the eſtates they poſſeſſe, with the diminution of 
the third at hraſt,;fnot more. of the duties they pay, as 
wee ſhall findethens to deſerve by their good ſervice and 
readie obHienceto ws: And tothe veſſels of ſuch ſuperi. 
eurs 48 are rebells, that they ſhall becsme our imm:diat 
rennants endoaſſals, and hold their linds and poſſeſſi- 
ons of us, and.that for payment of the third part leſſe due-

that they ſhall hawe retribution out ofthe [ame moneyes

. Although before this time wee had heard from 
our Countrey-men abroad , that other States, 
Princes and Nations, did wonder much that their 
ears being filled with informarions againſt us, no- 
thing had come from us to make known unto-them 
our cauſe,or our caſe & condition: yet ſtill hoping8e 
patiently waiting for a gracious an{werts our many 
humble ſupplications, wee did abſtaine. Bur pur 
hopes being extinguiſhed by that unexpcae decla- 
ration, as wee took our ſwords in our hands at 
home for our juſt defence; fo we were thinking to 
ſcad ſome informations and peritions abroad, cipe-

hath eſcaped us, that can either procure the indig- 
nation of our own King, or will be found contra 
totheduety and loyalticofgood Subjeds. And that 
no lefſe could have been ſaid by any Nation, in fo 
orcat extreamirie: yet this was but an imperfe& mo- 
tion, which died inthe bud amongſt our ſelves, and 
never did riſe to that ripeneſle to be ſeen: of others, 
When we wereſo ſore threatned, and when execu- 
tion was coming upon us by a terrible armie, it muſt 
-be laid to our chargeas a faultinexpiable, and our 
Commiſſioners puniſhed for it, that wee dared 
ſo much as ro intend to cry to others to in- 
terceed for us, when our own ſupplications could 
not be heard : Poore ſouls, we muſt be beaten, and 


. neither reſiſt , nor complaine - Ir is therefore our 


earneſt deſire that every eye that ſceth that in- 
nocent Letter, may with theſame view lookupon 
the Proclamation givenoutat that time, and com- 
parethem together: And withall, wee deſire tobee 
informed what we ſhall doin the like exigence nov 
when armies arecoming againſt us; if it be not law- 
full for us bothtocry to God and to mea, to help 
us, andto interceed with our King for us. That Let- 
ter was written before his Majeſties coming tothe 
Camp, and was not concealed by our Noblemen, 
but made knowneto ſome of prime qualitie there: 
If there had beena purpoſe in the hearts of our ene. 
mies, that the articles of pacification ſhould have 
been obſerved, this Letter,althoughit had been ſent, 
and all other quarrels of rhis kinde, had been by a 
Jaw of oblivion forbidden to appear. It could nor 
have beena ground of calling the ſubſcribersto _ 
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rel them afterthe pacification; but the wicked Syco- 
phant and dclatour would have been found in the 
tranſgrelsion, and made thef{acriftice. And that there 
beno more doubtin the minde of any good man, we 
have here, upon ourFfaith & honour ſet downtheve- 
ry words of our inſtructions ſubſcribed at that time, 
and yet extant, which were not given, but wereto beg 
giventothe carricr, and unto the which. the Lets 
ter-it {elf doth refcrre : : | | 
Torepreſent the auncient, and ſtrait league betwixt 
the two Kingdomes of France, and Scotland, oftex re. 
newed,and ever inviolably keeped, for many hundreth 
yeares, whereby both Nations, have frequently upon 
the diſtre(ſe of the one, fannd the benefit of that mutuall 
amitie , by readie ſuccour and aſsiſtance of the other, 
which hath ever been crownedwith ſucceſſe,and acknow- 
ledged by interchange of National kindves,as the Chro- 
wide of both K ve. Ak and diverſe putyick Adsex- 
tant inthe Records doe teſtifie. 

To ſhew that our intentions are nowayes againſt Mo- 
narcbicall governement, but that wee are moſt loyallie 
fpoſed toward our ſacred Soueraigne whoſe perſon and 
authority we wil maintaine with our lifes and foriunes« 
But that al our deſires reaches no further then the preſer- 
vation of our Rel ion nd Liver! of Church and King- 
dome,eſtabliſhedbyathe-Laws and Conſtitut ians thereof.
